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Quaking the foundations

recently, while attending a Lutheran mass one Sunday to conduct its choir, a spiritual friend 
of mine couldn't help but feel awkward when the service ended with more than the usual 
church business. A woman stood and asked the assembly to join her in signing the Canadian 
Alliance's petition to maintain the traditional definition of marriage as ‘man and woman’. 
Awkwardly enough, this conductor managed to carry on with his own worship and the choir 
before him. Yet, as he later mentioned, he felt increasingly uncomfortable at churches of several 
denominations during his musical visits, each being petitioned systematically by church-going, 
political party representatives. 


The whole thing’s got me thinkin’. It harkens back to the good ol’ days, when important 
business was carried straight down to ye olde town hall or, dagnabbit, the church assembly. 


Times have changed. After a summer of intense debate over same-sex marriage in Canada’s 
increasingly right-left think-tank, it seems more hypocritical than ever that the fear of a “gay 
agenda” can be mongered further by political parties who pass around the campaign hat in a 
place of worship. 


Forgive me for the lack of objective journalism, but can’t we all just pray in peace? It’s doubtful 
queers will be signing up to be a Jehovah’s Witness at a cruising bar, though both sides of the 
coin equally disturb the thinly veiled intolerance that’s been rising to the surface of late. 


Which brings me to the great debate: the case of Ceremony vs. Civility, Tradition vs. Equality. 
2003 has been a year of everything from “Let's talk about it some more first” to “I’m sick to 
death of talking about it”. Many can agree a union of any kind is a fulfilling and enriching experi- 
ence—a commitment that carries a weight of responsibility worth bargaining for. Yet it’s the 
invasion of spirituality that leaves worship-dedicated Canadians (queer and straight) without a 
voice in the debate. 


As | pay tribute to my spiritually-focused GLBT friends of all religions, | can’t help but pray 
in my own meagre way for their right to worship, including the exchange of vows. It’s saddening 
to shop around in one’s mind for a church (as if it were a caterer) that will marry you, but easier 
to grasp in the context of equal rights to views of the Church. Alls, after a little “shopping” 
for info, | stumbled upon a group of same-sex marriage supporters | knew little about—the 
Quakers. 


“People speculate about what one thing Quakers believe, yet it’s pretty wide open”, says 
Merrill Stewart, the current clerk of Edmonton’s Quaker meetings. 


As Stewart points out, Quakers come from all backgrounds and denominations. Individual 
meetings vary internationally,as do viewpoints on same-sex marriage. Stewart mentions same- 
sex marriage is more of a hot button for “Friends” in the U.S. 


“The idea of meetings is that the organization moves as a whole together,’ says Stewart. 
“One person with a contrary view has the ability to grind the whole thing to a halt.” 


The August release of minutes from the annual Canadian Quaker meeting re-affirm Quaker 
forefather George Fox's beliefs that marriage is “God’s ordinance and not Man’s”. As Stewart 
points out, the minutes serve as a more united testimonial on the Canadian Quaker's support 
for same-sex marriage, with a public position that “Love makes a family”. 


Indeed, as fundamentalist prayer for traditional marriage took place outside Edmonton's 
Legislature building only recently, a few Quakers arrived unafraid to counter those views. It's a 
role not necessarily unusual in Quaker history. 


“The whole area of theology and pacifism has been an important one over time,’ Stewart 
comments. “Tolerance and equality has really put them at the forefront.” 


Visibility aside, the Quakers remain a religious society many of us know little about. As 
Stewart describes, Quakerism arrived in Canada with United Empire Loyalists after the 
American Revolution. In more recent times (i.e. the McCarthy Era and the Vietnam War), 
several American Quakers also re-routed to Canada because of their pacifist views. Although 
Stewart administers to a small meeting of approximately thirty to thirty-five Friends in 
Edmonton, a much heavier concentration of Quakers rests in Canada’s larger metropolitan 
centres. 


In Quaker tradition, a silent workshop is often held weekly for unmediated and silent 
worship known widely as “divine waiting”. Admittance to weekly meetings is held at monthly 
meetings and, as Stewart explains, couples straight and gay are usually in attendance for some 
time before a marriage ceremony takes place. 


“The authority comes from the meeting itself?’ Stewart explains. “If two people walked in off 
the street and wanted to marry, it likely wouldn’t happen. But two people within the group 
that wanted to formalize their relationship would likely be considered.” 


Stewart outlines a standard ceremony. Couples attend the meeting as they would normally, 
often arranged in a circle. After a period of silence, the couple enters and sits, and after a 


moment of silence, stand and exchange vows. Others may stand and offer good wishes or 
advice. While everyone signs the marriage certificate, one official registrar is present for the 
‘civil’ stamp of approval. 


“A same-sex couple wouldn't be given any more merit than anyone else,” says Stewart. 
“Getting married means getting married by the whole meeting.” 


As with the good ol’ days, the order of business is not forgotten at Quaker meetings, and 
while individual values take second place to the more unified position of its assembly, accept- 
ance for same-sex marriage isn’t always apparent. Yet as far as “shopping around” goes, it’s one 
traditional form of worship with a level of exemplary tolerance for what’s most important. 


“| think it’s safe to say relations are assessed by knowing two people and taking them under 
care,” says Stewart. ‘It’s about understanding and a steadfast relationship. Taking the good and 
the bad. Diversity is encouraged—and judgement is discouraged.” W

‘Net resources

A website is in the process of being developed for gay, 
; lesbian, bisexual and questioning youth. The site will 

: feature resources which will aim to help young people 

“d overcome the many difficult social issues that they face, 

such as dealing with unsupportive parents, coming out to 
friends and family and preventing violence against gay 
youth. The project was initiated by Calgary's Youth 
Resource Committee and has the involvement and 
support of the Cultural Resources Unit of the Calgary 
Police Service and various gay and gay-supportive organi- 
zations in Alberta. 


Constable Doug Jones, of the 
Calgary Police Service’s Cultural 
Resources Unit 


Human rights educator Melissa Luhtanen chairs the 

™ committee that developed the concept for the site. “Many 
ideas came out of focus groups, but an overriding concern 
was connection—people in the community felt like they 

didn’t know what services, resources and programs were out there to serve them,” she says. 


Programs that supported gay youth were developing and changing, but there was no central 
up-to-date listing of what was available. 


Constable Doug Jones heads up the gay and lesbian portfolio of the Cultural Resources Unit 
for the Calgary Police Service, and is also actively involved in the project. “There are a lot of 
shortcomings in the community that need to be addressed, and so if there are ways that | can 
help and put some time in,| do,” he says. 


Luhtanen believes that the site will be a safe place for youth to find the resources that they 
need “...to address whatever issue is arising in their life, whether it is bullying in school or finding 
a gay-friendly doctor.” 


By providing a comprehensive listing of gay-friendly services and programs, the site will also 
help identify areas that are lacking in the gay community, assisting the committee in developing

future projects. 


Both Luhtanen and Jones believe that the website will prove to be a major asset for gay and 
questioning youth living in rural regions of the province. “There is a real shortfall happening in 
rural Alberta, and these young people don’t know where to go for help, support and assis- 
tance—and that has got to be a huge challenge for them,” says Jones. 


Being isolated from other gay youth can make those living in rural areas vulnerable, and it is 
often difficult or impossible to discuss sexuality with peers and school counsellors in a poten- 
tially hostile environment. The website will target these young people by providing an acces- 
sible and anonymous safe place for them to obtain information about issues relating to sexuality 
and various programs and services that are available to them. 


Although it will primarily target youth, the site will also provide comprehensive resources 
for others, such as teachers, counsellors, police officers and parents. The information posted 
will help them appreciate and understand the considerable issues facing gay and lesbian youth 
within their communities and schools. As a police officer dealing specifically with gay and lesbian 
issues, Constable Jones knows firsthand the difficulties encountered by members of the 
community. He acknowledges that gay bashing is a “constant problem”, and hopes that the 
website will reduce victimization of gays and lesbians. Luhtanen agrees, and believes that the 
site will become a “...starting place for agencies to find out how they can prevent violence in 
their communities”. 


Content is currently being collected for the site, and is expected to be complete by early 
February. The site itself should be online by Pride 2004, and a big launch party featuring 
community members, youth, students, teachers, parents and administrators is planned to 
announce the website to the local media. “We want to make sure that we have a big splash 
initially to catch a lot of people's attention,” says Jones. 


After its launch, the site will be advertised and promoted with pamphlets and poster 
campaigns in schools and organizations that serve youth throughout Alberta. In addition, school 
counsellors and social workers will be informed of the site so that they can find information 
and refer youth struggling with their sexuality to relevant resources. The Alberta Rockies Gay 
Rodeo Association has donated start-up funding for the project, but the committee is also 
looking for donations of content or time for the marketing or design of the site. If you would 
like to contribute to this worthwhile project, you can contact Melissa Luhtanen at 
mlluhtan@ucalgary.ca, or Constable Doug Jones at djones@calgarypolice.ca. W 
Lorne Bradley is 2! years old, and holds a Bachelor of Science degree.

Alex (Keri Jo Chapman) has the 
seemingly perfect Southern country life: 
she has a nice home, a husband who's a 
lawyer, and she and her mother Lily 
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(Barbara Lasater) belong to The League, a 
women’s organization of great social 
standing. But her life isn’t perfect. Her 
husband is emotionally distant, and she 
can’t stand The League. When it is 
announced by the volunteer coordinator 
that the organization will be devoting their 
charity time this year to the new Hope 
House AIDS hospice, the ladies who lunch 
are scandalized. 


Alex is no stranger to the hospice. A 
family friend, Bruce, is dying there (though 
he does look a little too good for a man in 
his final days of AIDS), and her gay best 
friend Spencer (John Hallum) is constantly 
at Bruce’s side. While accompanying The 
League on an orientation tour, Alex meets 
up with her best friend from high school, 
Grace (Teresa Garrett), who is working at 
the hospice as a nurse, having just moved 
back home after a painful divorce. 


At the annual Azalea Ball, Spencer gets a 
little tipsy and reveals the “secret” that the 
town’s drinking water is what made him 
gay. Sloan (Nancy Chartier), the big-haired 
gold-digging ex-cheerleader and fellow 
League member, overhears this and 
immediately spreads the word. Also at the 
Ball is Mark (Derrick Sanders), a closeted 
gay man who is taking his beard for the 
sake of appearances. One of Mark's old 
tricks is tending bar, and though it makes 
Mark uptight, he can’t stop looking. 
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Spencer’s “secret” is out in a hurry, and 
suddenly the town is in a panic. Mark’s 
father, who runs the local paper, prints the 
bogus story over Mark’s protests, and 
everyone is suddenly rushing out to buy 
bottled water. Not only that, but the 
townsfolk turn their attentions to Hope 
House, and under the direction of Brother 
Daniel (who also runs a‘““Turn or Burn” ex- 
gay group that Mark belongs to), they begin 
picketing the hospice. 


As Alex starts reuniting with her old 
friend, she learns that Grace had come out 
as a lesbian and that her husband went 
“berserk” and assaulted her because he 
found out she was having an affair with a 
fellow nurse. Alex is a little taken aback, but 
when she and Spencer start analyzing her 
dating history,Alex finds a string of gay men 
staring back at her, and it makes her 
question. After renting the entire lesbian 
film canon one night, Alex starts coming to 
terms with a part of herself she never 
dared recognize before, and soon after 
kisses Grace while at the hospice. Sloan 
walks in on them, and by nightfall the news 
has spread rapidly. Alex’s husband leaves 
her and the town shuns her. Her mother 
fears for her own social status, and stops 
speaking to her daughter. 


Meanwhile, Mark struggles with the 
morality of the ex-gay meetings and the 
protests at the hospice. When newcomer 
Tomas (Timothy Vahle) shows up at a

meeting, Mark comes to terms with his 
sexuality and comes out to his father, taking 
Tomas as his lover while his drama starts to 
intersect with Alex’s. 


While It’s In The Water is quite 
funny—especially with the stereotypes and 
gossip of the local Ladies Who 
Lunch—although the “typical” Southern 
homophobia is sometimes a bit heavy- 
handed. Where the movie rises above, 
however, is in the way it handles Alex’s 
journey of self-discovery. Even though 
some of the gay men are a tad too queeny 
and the theme song is really quite bad, the 
film has many good laughs, and is certainly 
a worthwhile movie.

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Identifying a problem

Two editions back, Outlooks reported briefly on a situation that has many licensees 
in the province at odds with the Alberta Gaming and Liquor Commission, over what 
many feel is an unecessary and vague policy. At issue is a clause which states that 
business owners must “...request identification from a person who appears to be 
under twenty-five years of age”. 


The legal drinking age in Alberta has been eighteen since the early-’70s 


Of greatest concern to most bar, club, restaurant and liquor store owners is the fact 
that, when it comes to an inspector determining a patron’s age, the pivotal term 
“appears” is such a subjective one. This is a troublingly grey area in both the straight 
and gay communities, especially considering the increasing cultural importance that has 
been placed on youth—or the appearance of same— since the late-| 960s. 


In speaking with the proprietors of Alberta businesses affected by the ALGC policy, 
it becomes clear that they are all most frustrated by the way the government agency 
conducts itself when performing inspections or enforcing policy. It was widely 
reported by licensees that random checks were being conducted somewhat in the 
manner of “sting” operations, with young-looking inspectors of or above legal drinking 
age entering establishments and purchasing liquor without identifying themselves. As 
a result, a bartender’s, server’s or cashier's failure to ask for identification generated a 
warning at very best and a first-offense fine of $750 at worst, often some weeks after 
the initial infraction. Some owners have also complained that the AGLC has taken 
them to task for not ID-ing customers its agents felt did not appear twenty-five years 
of age, even when the individuals in question were well-known “regulars” who had 
provided proof of age many times in the past. 


Business owners, spooked by the prospect of “undercover” inspectors, domino fines 
for multiple infractions and even the loss of their operating license, began demanding 
to see identification from all patrons regardless of age or familiarity, sometimes even 
several times in one visit. This move, understandably, proved to be quite unpopular 
with clientele and resulted in a considerable amount of ill will. Many who employed 
such tactics feel that erring on the side of caution compromised the integrity of their 
business and had a negative impact on customer relations. 


“| feel terrible having to repeatedly ask my legal-age customers for ID,’ says Ken 
Schultz, proprietor of Calgary’s Backlot, “but | think | have to because you never know 
if there’s an unidentified inspector watching you and thinking that this person you're 
serving looks younger than twenty-five. It’s very frustrating” 


Schultz was fined CDN$750 for a first offense in August of this year. 


Even though she has not been fined, Money-Pennies’ Bar and Eatery owner Lorrie 
Murphy says she’s perplexed by the logic of the AGLC policy. “I! personally feel that 
kids at eighteen are not responsible enough to be out drinking and partying. | think 
the legal age should actually be twenty-one,” she says. “However, the drinking age here 
in Alberta is eighteen, so why should | have to ID someone because | don’t think they 
look twenty-five?” 

One industry insider, who asked not to be identified in this story, also voiced some 


concern about the AGLC’s efforts to place responsibility on the shoulders of 
businesses and not the individual consumer. She feels that an awareness campaign

sponsored by the commission would have gone a long way in reducing complications, 
confusion and conflict. 


“| don’t care if they want to say that the problem with bars is that they’re not 
checking |D—and that’s the issue, a lot of bars weren’t checking ID; whether you were 
twenty-five or sixteen, they weren’t checking. The issue to me was that they put the 
onus on the licensee when they are the ones who have the money to publicly adver- 
tise that this is happening,” she says. “I find it very hard to believe that they couldn't 
come up with budget to buy ads or rent billboards or whatever it would take to let 
people know about this when, according to their website, in the month of August alone 
they took in $900,000 in these kinds of fines alone; fines from liquor stores, bars, 
restaurants, clubs—you name it. They couldn't come up with ten, twenty or even fifty 
thousand dollars to run a campaign to help alleviate all this stress and hassle? Come 
on! 

“Everything in the last ten years has become the problem of the individual estab- 
lishment—not the consumers, not the regulators but the establishment. And it’s 
making business much harder to do. | don’t really know what the answer is; do they 
want us to have customers wear their ID on chains around their necks just to avoid 
all this?” she continues. 

Despite greater consumer awareness of the situation, according to Ken Schultz the 
need for he and his staff to be vigilant with their identification practices is still irritating 
many patrons. “lI really want people to know that this is something that | have to 
do—that everybody has to do—if we want to stay in business,” he stresses. “We're 
not doing this to be difficult or ignorant, it’s just the way things are.”

Bravo for Ted!

It’s mid-September in Los Angeles and the ballroom of the 
Kodak Theatre is full of journalists from all corners of 
the United States, mixed with a Canadian or two. 


But this isn’t a press conference—at least not 
the usual sort. It’s the annual conference of the 
National Lesbian and Gay Journalist's 
Association. 


It's also Hollywood and, wouldn’t you 
know it, celebrities are never too far 
from reach. 


Steve Kmetko, the keynote 
speaker for the evening and 
former TV — entertainment 
reporter, attracts three or four 
people at a time after his speech. 
But the real action lies just a few 
steps away from him. A much 
larger group of people has 
surrounded Ted Allen, food and 
wine expert from Bravo's wildly popular Queer Eye 
for the Straight Guy. 


This isn’t Allen’s first conference (he’s been a 
member of the organization for ten years) but it’s 
certainly the first time he’s attracted a throng of 
followers. With all the attention the show's stars 
have been getting, you might think that the so- 
called “Fab Five’s” respective egos are 
somewhere near the size of the average gay man’s 
underwear collection. 


Tasty Ted—the debonaire Mr. Allen 


Not so with Allen. His robust voice and high energy greet each fan with a few nice words 
and a smile. He’s only got time for a few questions tonight, he says, but promises a phone inter- 
view later. True to his word,Allen discusses the success of the show from his New York City 
apartment on a Saturday afternoon three weeks later. 


“Pm brilliant,’ he jokes, when asked how he was chosen for Queer Eye. 


Allen’s own life has undergone almost as dramatic a makeover as those straight guys on the 
show. Less than six months ago, the Chicago native was a contributing editor for Esquire 
magazine and a former senior editor and dining critic for Chicago magazine. Then a couple of 
friends alerted him to a casting call at a new show on Bravo. “It said they were looking to create 
a cross between Esquire, Will & Grace, and a makeover show,’ he recalls. 


This, both Allen and friends agreed, was something he could definitely do. 


Moving to New York hasn’t been altogether easy. The past week has been a long and tiring 
one, as Queer Eye is in the midst of filming episodes for the second season. 


“It’s a lot of work,” Allen says, ‘the days can be very long.” 


The show only spends three or four days with each of its straight “orphans” and Allen admits 
it’s slightly crazy to attempt a total life makeover in such a short time. “But, it’s also a lot of 
fun,’ he stresses. “[Doing this] is a very funny, weird, quirky way to make a living. So, | don’t 
mean to complain.” 


His partner of ten years, Barry Rice, continues to live in Chicago, but Allen feels that his own 
moye to Manhattan was certainly worth it. 


In July the first episode of Queer Eye attracted |.6 million viewers. The second, with 2.8 
million viewers, was the most-watched show in Bravo's history. On October 4, the day of our 
interview, the show premiered on Bravo Canada—one full month ahead of the date originally 
scheduled. 


“Oh,” says Allen, who was unaware of the change. “I hope | haven't said anything to offend 
Canadians!” 


He hopes that Canadian audiences will be as receptive as American ones. 


He speaks with envy of recent Supreme Court decisions to allow gay marriages in Ontario 
and British Columbia. “By the way, my hat’s off to Canada for gay marriages. | realize there is 
some controversy surrounding the issue in Canada, but | just think it’s exciting that you've got 
a culture that’s so much more open than ours.” 


Even Oprah Winfrey loves the Queer Eye boys, who made a recent appearance on her show. 


“{Oprah] was the first show we’ve been on where the emphasis was on the social change 
we could have,” says Allen. “She was so supportive [and] she’s such a force in society... It was 
very humbling.” 


The popularity of the show surprises everyone involved. “This show never pretended to be 
about social change [but] you wouldn't believe the mail we get. We have kids who say the show 
helped them to find the courage to come out to their parents.” 


That said, however, it’s clear that not everyone loves Queer Eye. Some gays and lesbians think 
the show simply enforces existing stereotypes about gay men as image queens. Indeed, it is 
founded on the premise that gay men and straight men are two entirely different kinds of 
animals. 


“| totally reject any accusations that we're doing anything negative. | think it’s a silly, specious 
argument,” says Allen. 


Instead, he sees a kind of unexpected charm in what the show is doing. “It would be different 
if this were a sitcom that decided that gay guys have to be a hairdresser, and a florist, and a flight 
attendant... But we're not fictional characters. 


“The show takes behaviours that men have been taught are ‘sissy —and that gay men have 
typically done. This is the subversive beauty of the show. We take those behaviours and teach 
them back to straight guys to help them get the girl.” 


Allen says that the show is really about being out of the closet. “It’s another of the thousands 
of reasons why it’s so important to be out.” 


As for the future, Allen is sure the show's success will lead to other lucrative opportunities. 
Although it’s difficult to be away from his partner so often, the two have a unique way of staying 
in touch. 


“Relationships have nothing to do with quality time. They're about quantity time; they're 
about doing stupid little things together. | have unlimited evenings and weekends on my cell 
phone so at night we [Barry and I] just go about our business on the phone. You know, watching 
TY, eating dinner, etc.” 


Allen hints that the couple have even contemplated coming to Toronto to tie the knot. With 
typical exuberance, he makes another joke: “Il once bought a home from a Canadian couple. 
They had very unusual taste in colours. But | won't judge an entire nation based on that””  W

| love trains. | remember my mother telling me when | was quite young that 
the only way to see the very best of Canada was by rail, and she backed up her 
claim by taking me on all sorts of wonderful and memorable trips. Later in life, 
out on my own, the train was my chosen mode of transport whenever | moved 
between cities; their very generous baggage policies (up to 300 pounds, if 
‘memory serves) made it easy to move the essentials and the leisurely 
pace of the journey always gave me 
time to prepare myself for life in a 
new environment. You can well 
imagine my disappointment some 
years ago when a decision was 
made to cease all general Via travel 
out of Calgary’s station. Given my 
history with rail travel, you'll also 
likely have no trouble getting your 
af head around the elation | felt when 
| Via invited me to experience the 
journey between Vancouver and 
Toronto in Silver and Blue class aboard the Canadian, one of their most distin- 
guished trains. 


Aside from my own extremely selfish reasons for wanting to make the trip, | 
also thought it would be an excellent way to explore this as an option for gay 
honeymoon travel, particularly since legal same-sex marriage is still only avail- 
able in B.C. and Ontario. This seemed a particularly good fit based on the 
number of calls we get from Americans wanting to know how they should go 
about tying the knot north of the 49th and how to honeymoon (a less expen- 
sive prospect for them up here) in some of our more scenic locales. And, 
whatever your reason for taking the Canadian, the scenic locales are dealt in 
spades, all wrapped up in one comprehensive and enjoyable package. 


Perhaps one of the nicest aspects of the Vancouver-Toronto journey is the 
fact that travellers may “bookend” their train trip with a few days in either or 
both of our most gay-friendly cities. Being closer to the coast, | chose to start 
my journey there, although Via does also offer the same service out of Toronto 
on a regular basis. As luck would have it, | was in Vancouver during the Gay 
and Lesbian Business Association’s annual conference, an excellent forum 
for networking and an opportu- 
nity to temper rapid Christmas 
shopping with a bit of schmooze.

As always, the Sands by the Sea , 
was a comfortable and conve- 
niently located home base, 
especially enjoyable because of its 
proximity to English Bay, Stanley 
Park, and the Denman and Davie } 
“villages”. It has actually become 
a bit of a ritual for Outlooks 
staffers to mark arrival in 
Vancouver with a drink and a 
plate of crab cakes in the hotel's e 
Bayside Lounge—| did so twice while | was there, once upon arrival and again 
to toast my much-anticipated departure. On reflection, based on the success 
of my trip, | think | should have raised a glass of champagne instead of merlot. 


It's not the Hogwarts Express, but there’s 
still a touch of magic to it. 


When the time came to leave Vancouver, | must admit that | was as giddy as 
a six-year-old going to the circus (or an adult going to the Cirque). As the 
Canadian departs at 5:30 p.m.,! was left with some time between hotel check- 
out and actually boarding; fortunately, when | went to check in that morning, | 
was invited to leave all my luggage to be placed in my room on the train prior 
to departure. Unencumbered by bags, | was free to do a final round of shopping 
and take in a movie—the latter being an excellent “time-eater” if you're a bit 
wound up and eager to get going. And, yes, in proper cities they do have 
matinees year ‘round, not just when the kiddies are out of school. 
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When | returned to the station that evening, | was 
pleasantly surprised to find a jazz vocalist playing out 
on the fenced-in terrace, along with tea, coffee and a 
variety of snacks set out in the Silver and Blue waiting 
lounge. It was the perfect start to what would turn out 
to be a perfect journey—and things only got better 
from there. Once onboard, we were invited to partake 
in a champagne and hors d’oeuvre 
send-off reception in the dome 
car, the first of many special 
touches that would make the trip _ 


even more memorable.

Without a note of hyperbole | , 
can say that my experiences 
aboard the Canadian were incred- 
ible, though it is difficult to either © 
categorize or summarize them in 
an effective manner. To attempt 
such a thing would be to do a 
disservice to both you as a reader and to the trip in general. What | can do is 
share a bit about what life is like on a long distance train excursion, in the hope 
that the information provided assists you in enjoying a similar journey down the 
road (or rail), should you wish to make one. 


First, if you're going to truly make this a holiday, the motto “Go big or go 
home” is actually quite applicable, although | would modify that to read “Go as 
big as you possibly can or stay home”. Like my fellow passengers, | was fortu- 
nate enough to be travelling in Via’s Silver and Blue class, the ultimate service 
that the railway offers on this particular line. | was comfortably set up in a two- 
person bedroom, an exercise in spatial efficiency and rather spacious accom- 
modations given the dimensions of a train car. My room featured two 
armchairs, a private toilet, a small closet and a vanity equipped with sink, mirror 
and lights. A basket of toiletries and linens was included as well. The train staff 
was also able to install a small table in my room, so that | could jot down a few 
ideas along the way-these “ideas” actually turned into a CD review (pg. 27), a 
screenplay and the very story you're reading right now. Tall about efficiency. 
Technophiles will be happy to know that there are full-service plug-ins in each 
room, so don’t hesitate to pack your electric razor or the A/C adapter for your 
portable CD player—along with the necessary headphones, of course. 


Shower facilities are available on board and are located in the sleeping cars. 
Though limited in scale, the stalls are effective and efficient, a welcome amenity 
when the options include a sponge bath from the bedroom sink or a “camper 
style” hiatus from hygiene, the latter not recommended. Trial-and-error taught 
me that it’s wise to push the button once before actually getting into the 
shower, as there may be cold water lingering in the lines and this helps to clear 
it out. Don’t forget to pack a robe or lounging pajamas for the trip down the 
hall; no matter how divine your physique, it’s still considered bad form to traipse 
up and down the corridors wrapped only in a towel. (Yes, ‘train’ and ‘tubs’ do 
both start with the same letter, but the similarity ends there.) Also, be sure to 
bring along the essential elements of your Laszlo or Clinique or Body Shop 
regimen, as the trip takes you from humid to dry back to humid again in the 
journey from Vancouver to Toronto. Be warned: these changes in atmosphere 
can play havoc with your skin if left unchecked, and nothing spoils the glamour 
of train travel more than a blotchy complexion or a faceful of spots. 


For the most part, dress is casual and comfortable regardless of accommo- 
dation class, though | do recommend packing sweaters or a light jacket in case 
it gets chilly in your room or other areas of the train. 


It was my choice to travel in the fall and, in hindsight, it was a wise one;_ 
however, this being Canada, I’m quite sure that the scenery along the route is 
spectacular at any time of the year. It’s hard to determine which part of the trip 
is the most scenic, as each zone features many spectacular qualities. Whether 
it’s B.C’s lush mountains and valleys, the expansive beauty of the prairies or 
the spectacular mosaic of fall foliage in Ontario’s Lake region, as a {| 
passenger on the Canadian you're never at a loss for a gorgeous view. —— 
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Even though large windows are | 
common to rooms, roomettes, 
berths and economy seats, the dome car 
is obviously the best way to experience 
the scenery, as it affords the traveller a 
lofty 360-degree perspective on all the 
sights and sites along the way. At certain 
points in the journey, the elevation of 
bridges or valley-adjacent track makes it 
feel like some sort of low-flying airship, 
completely untethered to the earth. 
This area of the train is accessible at all hours of the day and night, and can 
serve as a calm moonlit sanctuary once most of the other passengers have 
gone to bed. Packing a miniature book light or batteries for your Walkman or 
portable CD player is a good idea, as reading or listening to music adds greatly 
to the experience once night falls and clear scenery is at a minimum. The dome 
car is also an excellent place to become acquainted with your fellow passen- 
gers—everybody is in a very relaxed “holiday” mode and all seem quite eager 
to meet new people. 


Enviable oasis: an island home in 
Ontario’s lake country 


If you are at all adverse to overtures from strangers, you may want to work 
on your interpersonal skills before boarding the Canadian—invariably you'll be 
in a situation that puts you face-to-face with others onboard, most likely during 
mealtime. Sittings are coordinated at three separate intervals for each time of 
the day and, for maximum effectiveness of service, passengers are seated 
together during each meal. As previously mentioned, there is nothing to be 
afraid of; for the most part, everyone is in a jovial and chatty mood because of 
the nature of the trip and generally open to meeting people of all types. | was 
fortunate enough to make the acquaintance of some absolutely delightful 
people, including the Browns from Birmingham, England and a fascinating 
couple from New Jersey who seemed to have spent their entire long life 
together seeking out the best and most interesting things that our planet has 
to offer. Even though | admit that | was initially skeptical of such public inter- 
action, to have avoided such encounters would have been to miss out on one 
of the key benefits of travelling by rail, and | am certainly richer for it. | am also 
happy to report that being gay was completely a non-issue, not surprising given 
the fact that everyone | encountered was well-travelled and open to new 
experiences. At one point, the gentleman next me at lunch said, “Oh, you're 
gay? Well, I’m Australian; who else have 
we got at this table? C’mon, don’t be 
shy—even if you're an American!” It 
was a great icebreaker and certainly 
made that particular sitting much more 
fun for our table and the ones within 
earshot around us. 


When it comes to food, Via certainly 
does not disappoint. Gone are the stiff, 
tepid hamburgers of my _ rail-riding 
youth, replaced now by pan-fried 
pickerel, duchesse potatoes, bison 

burgers, mescalun salads and “reverse” 

Veal Oscar, with all the good bits 
bundled within. A_ selection of 
vegetarian entrees is also available for 
passengers so inclined. What is partic- 
trl impressive is that such satisfying fare is offered throughout the trip, 
particularly since it is prepared by a crew of about six people working in a 
om. no larger than eight by thirty feet, hurtling along at a terrific speed. 


The service aboard the Canadian is also quite wonderful, and certainly adds 
7 o the experience. Two impeccable gentlemen, Lloyd and Anthony, took 

amazing care of me and my Car 212 cohorts. Lloyd kept our entire section on 
“fast-forward” from Vancouver to Winnipeg with his quick wit and generous 
laugh, while Anthony discreetly ensured that everything was “just so” for the 
balance of the trip. The table he laid out in my room for the final dinner of our 
excursion was worth the journey alone.

s to tipping in Silver and Blue class, there is a bit of a grey

area, as all meals are included in the cost of the trip. Prior to departure, 
| went to a bank and availed myself of $100 in crisp five-dollar bills, as there 

are no cash facilities onboard the train. As a rule, | left a fiver under my napkin 
after each meal (the wait staff, which works as a team, apparently pools gratu- 
ities) and did likewise on my pillow for the morning servicing of my room, as it 
was too difficult to gauge exactly when evening turndown would occur if | was 
off in another car. Please remember that this is only offered as a guideline, 
although it served me well on my journey and the staff seemed pleased enough 
with this standard amount. | did not, however, take alcohol with my meals, so 
if you choose to do so you may wish to increase your tip accordingly. For the 
record, consumption of personal alcohol is permitted within the confines of 
rooms and roomettes, so packing a nip or two is not out of the question if 
these are your accommodations. If you don’t remember to equip yourself, the 
stop in Jasper is just long enough to run into town and pick up a bottle of 
something—red wine being a safe bet as there are no refrigeration facilities in 
the individual rooms. Inexpensive corkscrews can be purchased for about 
three dollars in most of Jasper’s liquor vendors, if you don’t already travel with 
one. 


As we approached the cityscape of Toronto, dramatic against a night sky, | 
could not believe how quickly the great distance had slid by. The hustle and 
bustle of the magnificent Union Station provided 
a jarring contrast to a lazy three days aboard the 
train, and prepared me for the decent urban jolt 
that Hogtown provides its visitors. Fortunately, 
| was able to decompress a little at Gloucester 
Mansion, an excellent heritage B&B that * 
provided me with a much-needed soak in a 
seemingly bottomless bubble bath and a 
welcome expanse of crisp linens in which to 
sleep. | was also able to meet even more new 
people in the Gloucester’s serene and well- 
stocked breakfast room, including a couple up # 
from the States to attend a gay wedding. 


As the cars on the Canadian have been 
restored to their art deco-inspired glory, | 
continued the loose “theme” of my trip with a 
visit to the Royal Ontario Museum’s superb 
tribute to that same aesthetic movement. The 
show, which boasts everything from Cecil 
Beaton photographs and a Picasso to Ruhlman tables and Schiaperelli gowns, 
runs until January 4th of 2003 and is a must-see for anyone in Toronto. Also of 
interest to people of a certain age is the ROM’s Peter Rabbit exhibit, which 
encompasses the world of beloved children’s writer Beatrix Potter and even 
features original examples of her drawings and paintings. That particular show 
will also remain on display until January 4th.

Now at home, amidst the chaos of renovations, I’m grateful for the experi- 
ence Via Rail and the Canadian provided me. | disembarked in Toronto feeling 
relaxed, refreshed and, above all else, extremely patriotic.

Tackling a problem with 
V.I.G. G.R. 


Family violence is one of those ugly truths that we've all become aware of in the past 
couple of decades. Domestic abuse is the attempt to control or dominate another family 
member by emotional, physical, sexual or financial means. Even though it had been 
discussed as early as the Victorian era in England, there was still much silence about it until 
the ‘70s, when women began to speak up about that which they had never spoken previ- 
ously. In the ’80s, the lesbian community stood up about the family violence in their own 
relationships, where incidence of abuse is of a similar percentage to those of heterosexual 
unions. But in all of this time, it has been rare that anyone has spoken up about family 
violence in gay male relationships.

There are many reasons surrounding the silence of gay male family violence. Much of 
why it never received much attention is because the community as a whole was dealing 
with the homophobic backlash unleashed by the HIV/AIDS epidemic. Other reasons, 
such as the stigma that men shouldn’t be victimized, come into play. Since they're men, 
they're expected to “be tough” and “fight back”, lest they be thought of as weak or as 
“girls”. There is also a societal acceptance of physicality between men, and some abusive 
situations are just passed off as “boys being boys”, or that “it’s a testosterone thing; they 
like to duke it out”. This is clearly not the case. 


There is also a damaging silence within the gay community itself. As a demographic, we 
are constantly striving to be seen as “normal” by the mainstream culture, and we do our 
best to present ourselves sometimes as better than our straight counterparts. To publicly 
acknowledge family violence in our own relationships would be seen as one more mark 
against us in the eyes of the public. The problem is furthered in that, when we do 
acknowledge that abuse exists, we don’t talk about it. For a community often labelled as 
catty or gossipy, we don’t tell others to watch for abusive ex-partners. People who serve 
our community—the bartenders, for example, who witness these situations are also 
reluctant to speak up, even when they see the way one partner treats another or they 
see people coming in with black eyes that are not from a legitimate accident. 


Well, times are changing. Here in Calgary, a working committee named V.I.G.C.R. 
(Violence in Gay Male Relationships) was formed this year, and they are dedicated to 
supporting the community. They have been actively laying the groundwork for resource 
development in Calgary, and are planning a media education campaign, poster campaign 
and business card-sized resource listings. They are also looking at augmenting existing 
training programs for those who work with victims of family violence by adding an extra 
half-day to these programs to address specific concerns of gay male family violence, as 
opposed to the concerns of heterosexual or lesbian situations. 


Jane Oxenbury, of the V..G.C.R. working committee, is quick to stress that physical 
violence is not the most common form of abuse in a gay male relationship. Rather, verbal 
and emotional abuse is far more common and, as such, may be harder to think of as abuse. 
People who have recently come out and enter into a situation of family violence may 
internalize the abuse, believing it to be a normal part of gay life when it is not. As well, 
homophobia is a large component in the tactics of both gay male and lesbian abusers, 
where the threat of outing someone to their family, co-workers or friends makes for 
common tactics to keep the other partner living in fear. If there are children from a 
previous relationship, threatening the closeted partner with having his access to them 
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revoked because of his sexuality also makes for a damaging situation. In gay male relation- 
ships, Oxenbury more commonly finds issues concerning competition and status, much 
more so than in abusive situations in lesbian relationships. 


V.1.G.G.R. is a groundbreaking program dealing with gay male family violence. There are 
virtually no other comparable programs in Canada. Most programs that deal with same- 
sex family violence tend to focus on lesbians, and V.I.G.0.R. aims to break down the silence 
and address the fact that the gay male community has unique issues of its own. And they 
have reason to get this program underway quickly. 


In a survey conducted during ARGRA in 2002, thirty-six percent of those who 
responded reported some incidence of abuse, just slightly over the twenty-five to thirty- 
three percent found in heterosexual relationships. What is more worrying was that, in 
2003, the same survey was conducted with a smaller sampling of men, and forty-one 
percent reported incidence of abuse. While Oxenbury points out that the sampling 
methods would not stand up in an academic journal, the fact that the numbers were so 
high indeed indicate that the time for action is now. 


While the numbers are troublesome, there is still hope. In the same survey, forty-eight 
percent of those who reported abuse also said they had sought counselling of some sort, 
be it individual, group or couples. Though it is not clear whether current counselling 
approaches meet the specific needs of gay male abuse victims, V.I.G.G.R. is pursuing this 
in putting together their training programs for those who work with those affected by 
the problem. Currently, there is only one shelter in the Calgary area with beds desig- 
nated for men, and that is the Wheatlands Shelter. As of yet, they have not had any gay 
male abuse victims seek accommodation there, but their doors are open to them. 


Family violence is a problem that V.I.G.6.R. hopes to address before the numbers can 
become any worse. They intend to remain active in facilitating education, and in 
supporting development in consultation with the community and service providers. 
Fundamentally, they see the project as being supportive to those who want a relationship 
based on love and respect, and not one of fear and obligation.

It’s not often buckos, broncos and bull- 
riders saddle up in Edmonton. If last year’s 
“Gay Cup” theme wasn’t enough to 
create a huddle of local queer talent, this 
year’s ‘rodeo’ motif should be a high 
roller for the Loud N’ Queer Cabaret. 


“I’m pulling out a ton of wigs for this 
one,” laughs Guys In Disguise diva Darrin 
Hagen. Once again, Hagen co-hosts this 
year, alongside GayWire celeb Kristi 
Harcourt and invited special guest Lulu 
LaRude of Halifax. 


“Every year it feels like a private party 
for a few friends,’ says Hagen of the 
event. “It’s a great way to meet the 
community and, in a lot of cases, it can 
create a performer.’

The seed was planted for Edmonton's 
Loud N’ Queer under the direction of Ruth Smilie at Catalyst Theatre over a decade ago. 
When Catalyst stopped producing the festival, Guys In Disguise teamed up with 
Workshop West Theatre as co-presenters. They've been going strong ever since, with 
sold-out crowds and a line-up of artists that has included Brad Fraser, Ronnie Burkett, 
Dan Savage and Andy Northrup. 


Meanwhile, now Artistic Director at Regina's Globe Theatre, Smilie keeps strong ties 
with Hagen to re-create the same festival for Saskatchewan audiences each year. 


“We have a greater number of submissions in Edmonton,’ Hagen comments, “but | 
think Loud N’ Queer represents a more important place in Regina's community. There 
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Nathan Cuckow performing 
Stand-Up Homo 


> is already queer stuff happening 
here in Edmonton’s main stage 
season. In Regina your're less likely 
to see that, mainly because there 
are so few theatres.” 


Hagen points out one big differ- 
ence between Edmonton and 


Regina is the venue itself. 


“It’s always been more of a cabaret environment here,” says Hagen. ‘People can drink, 
and it turns more into a party and event, more of a fun free-for-all. And because we're 
not in a ‘real’ theatre, we can relax the rules about what's performable or not.” 


No matter where it flaunts its posse, Loud N’ Queer holds the door wide open for 
“fresh meat” artists, with new material in music, spoken word, theatre and stand-up—as 
returning artist Nathan Cuckow can attest. 


“It’s more fun than anything,’ Cuckow enthuses. “I never would have started to write 
and develop if | didn’t have the cabaret as my first outlet.” 


The Artistic Director of Kill Your Television Theatre, Cuckow created a stand-up 
monologue for the cabaret about five years ago. Entitled “Homologue”, the piece made 
room for a later follow-up called “PS. I’m Gay” before being assembled into Cuckow’s 
Fringe hit Stand-Up Homo with Guys In Disguise. In between, Cuckow brought his 
fictional rap group to the stage—’Cocksuckas and the Femine-emme Doctor Gay”. 


Today, Cuckow’s theatre company has been capturing the attention of Edmonton 
audiences and critics with plays like Stop Kiss and a gay-themed Romeo and Juliet. After 
bringing Stand-Up Homo to Winnipeg and Edmonton, the writer began revising the play 
earlier this spring with One Yellow Rabbit’s Michael Green. Its re-birth will take place in 
the form of a reading at this year’s cabaret on an added, third-night performance. 


“Something that really appealed to me in Loud N’ Queer,” says Cuckow, “was the inclu- 
siveness of anything—'queer’ being anything outside of the mainstream. | met a lot of 
people in the theatre community by presenting work there, and it’s definitely helped me 
grow as a writer and self-producer. For some people it’s a way to come to terms with 
their sexuality; for others it’s a great party. It’s definitely an outlet for queer artists to 
express themselves, try new things and grow as artists.” 


Hagen couldn’t agree more. 


“Someone in Regina asked me why we [the public-at-large] needed this festival,” he 
says. “If this festival were by and about women, they wouldn't be asking that question. It’s 
totally different once you are all together on stage. When you get a group of people 
together like this you have a non-judgmental, supportive, first-step atmosphere. There are 
sO many queer traditions that are our own—we have our own culture, and it’s nice to be 
able to put it up there on stage.” 


Here's to, chaps.

Banking on support

VanCity Credit Union is standing firm with the Vancouver's gay and lesbian community 
despite a controversial boycott by the Roman Catholic Church. VanCity was front and 
centre at a major gay business expo just days after the Catholic Church severed ties with 
the credit union because of “its strong support for causes opposed to Catholic moral 
values”. Archbishop Adam Exner—in a surprise move—kicked VanCity out of Catholic 
schools, putting an end to a popular junior banking program. The Archbishop is an 
outspoken critic of gay equality (which he refers to as “special rights for homosexuals”) 
and is vehemently opposed to same-sex marriage. While denying that the church 
harbours homophobia or antagonism toward the gay community, Exner is calling 
homosexuals to “repentance and conversion”. 


Gay and Lesbian Business Association co-chair Mark Long, while hosting his organiza- 
tion’s annual trade fair, stressed that he is conciliatory toward the church. “Let’s reason 
together. We know we're never going to agree on certain factors that they believe in,” 
he told Outlooks at the GLBA’s October 4th event. “But let’s agree to disagree on some 
things and live together.” 


He made the comments as 
the last of a thousand visitors 
to the gay trade show browsed 
the wares of ninety exhibitors 
at Vancouver’s upscale Wall 
Centre.

“We've had over 400 calls, e-mails and voice mails from members and non-members, 
province-wide, nationally, and from the States as well; and ninety percent of them have 
been supportive of the diversity, the respect and dignity that we [extend] to all of the 
people who do business with VanCity, and our support for the different communities. It’s 
actually overwhelming, to the point of being emotional because it’s so positive,” she says. 


In 2002,VanCity went where no mainstream corporation had gone before, with a risky 
ad campaign built around gay and lesbian customers. A typical print ad shows a same-sex 
couple, embracing cheek to cheek over a tagline that says “I want to bank with people 
who value all partnerships”. The ads state that VanCity “support[s] the gay and lesbian 
community, and we publicly acknowledge gays, lesbians and their families as full and equal 
partners in our society”. 


Gays and lesbians are still virtually non-existent in mass marketing, appearing on rare 
occasion as an afterthought or as comic relief. And, while some firms have quietly 
targeted the gay demographic, never before had a big company dared launch a mainstream 
campaign featuring homosexuals as the centrepiece; as figures worthy of respect. This 
positive portrayal proved too much for Archbishop Exner, who fears it promotes 
homosexuality rather than financial services. 


The credit union, on the other hand, feels it’s about inclusion and respect. 


“The intent was to ensure that members of the gay and lesbian community knew that 
we were a safe place to do banking,” Paproski says. “We were opening our financial insti- 
tution to everyone... | just think that people definitely have their biases, and everyone’s 
got an opinion.” 


She knew from the start that the campaign was risky. “We knew there was going to 
be reaction,” she says. “We just weren’t quite sure what it was going to be. We held our 
breath, waited for the ads to go out and hoped for the best. We knew it was the right 
thing to do.” 


This is hardly the stuff people expect from Canada’s ultra-conservative financial insti- 
tutions.

“The banks have a reputation for 
being stiff and blue suited, and 
incredibly conservative,” says 
Paproski, “VanCity has never had 
that reputation.” 


The banking sector’s cautious 
planning and meticulous attention 
to detail still played a large part in 
the long development process. The 
campaign emerged from extensive 
market research and had to win 
approval of VanCity’s board of 
directors and executive committee. 
It was placed before branch 
managers, staff, and some of the credit union’s 
280,000 members. The rollout was an 
overnight success that was eighteen months in the making. 


Targeting specific demographics is nothing new for VanCity, which has tailored other 
campaigns for the Asian, East Indian, Italian and other communities. 


But Archbishop Exner doesn’t view it as an issue of diversity or equality; he sees it as 
one of “moral values”. Some wonder what could be morally offensive about the causes 
VanCity has embraced—feeding the hungry, caring for the sick and comforting the disad- 
vantaged through organizations like Positive Women’s Network. 


“We've been in business for fifty-seven years, and we are incredibility supportive of the 
community. We've been in the community for ten years. We've sponsored all of the AIDS 
support groups, Little Sisters [Defense Fund], Youth Quest [and] Dining Out for Life,” 
Paproski says. 


“They've done a great job,” Long agrees. “They’re concerned. And they’re generously 
supporting other organizations within the gay communities—such as Loving Spoonful and 
many others—who need support. Many of us are benefiting from their community 
outreach.” 


He just wishes the church would acknowledge the good work. 


“Nothing would thrill me more than to see the Catholic Church back out of its 
position and realize what a mistake they’ve made,” he says, adding there are “so many 
issues and circumstances we can point fingers at the Catholic Church for, but we choose 
not to...” 


As a gay father, he’s concerned that the church position is particularly harmful to 
children coming up through the Catholic school system. “I think it drives a lot of people 
back into the closet; [people] who are coming to terms with their sexuality,’ Long says. 
“It’s very unfortunate in that | think it’s hurt a lot of young people [and delayed their] 
making a decision about their lives.” 


Paproski, too, says she’s most disappointed for the children who will no longer be able 
to participate in the junior banking program, which lets students run their own credit 
union and learn practical lessons on budgeting, saving and spending. 

“The parents are disappointed, the kids are disappointed,” Paproski says, “[because] it’s 
an incredibly well-respected, well-loved program. It’s been running for seven years at nine 
different schools... $250,000.00 in pennies dimes and nickels with these 600 kids—that’s 
really the most important thing and that’s what's disappointing for us.” 

The church’s moral stance does not extend to accepting cash from the credit union. 
Catholic school children will still be permitted to receive scholarships and bursaries from 
VanCity. W

Winnipeg’s Rainbow Resource Centre, which 
provides services to the GLBT community, has been 
something of a pioneer in developing literature and 
educational programs to combat homophobia in 
society. 

Its programs have involved professionals, the - 
healthcare industry, educators and many others, with — 
courses and speakers aimed at rooting out systemic 
homophobia. One leaflet the centre developed, oo 
What The Bible Says, has seen more than 25,000 
copies printed, and Winnipeg GLBT activist Chris : 
Vogel says another 3,000 were just printed. 


“We also had huge demand for our publication, — - 
Understanding Homosexuality, which became a major | 
information source when the United Church was = @ 
debating the ordination of gays and lesbians,” he says. 


Pioneering work in making campuses safer places 
for GLBT students has also been ongoing at the 
University of Manitoba, where counsellor Dale 
Smith has been implementing a new program called 
Identifying Allies: A Safe Space Project. Using 
workshops, meetings and literature, the project, 
which is funded by a Department of Justice grant, has involved students, faculty and support 
staff in an effort to counter homophobia and heterosexism. A manual on how to do this has 
now been produced and Vogel says it’s the first of its kind in Canada.

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Now the centre is embarking on a new anti-homophobia theatrical venture called Raisin’ 
The Roof. With funding from Healthy Child Manitoba and Health Canada, the centre is 
working with the Manitoba Theatre for Young People to develop a stage presentation for use 
in schools. The aim is to get young people themselves involved in writing, acting, designing, 
narrating and directing a show that will target heterosexism and homophobia. 


The plan is to have the show produced in at least ten high schools between next January 
and April. The project will also involve audience participation so that each performance will 
produce new perspectives and outcomes, with performers challenging the audience and 
themselves to truly open their minds to the subject. 


Helping put all this together is Phillip Duncan of the Manitoba Theatre for Young People, 
a group based at The Forks in downtown Winnipeg. It originally began in 1965 as Actors’ 
Showcase. In 1982, it morphed into a professional theatre group for youth under the artistic 
direction of Leslee Silverman, who received the Governor General’s Commemorative Medal 
in 1992 for her services to Canadian theatre for the young. In the same year, the group 
became the first English theatre to win the Canadian Institute of the Arts for Young Audiences 
Award. 


Duncan, born in the Manitoba town of Morden, told Outlooks the project has $26,000 
annually in funding for the next two years, but eventually he would like to attract more 
funding and take the idea to schools throughout Western Canada, since homophobia is still 
a major challenge. 


“When | was in school a couple of decades ago | remember the word ‘faggot’ being tossed 
around and | don’t think things have changed that much, though Winnipeg School Division 
Number One now has active anti-homophobia programs,” he says. “We already have the 
support of two school divisions and we'll be doing some initial productions for principals and 
counsellors to get their feedback before we present it to the kids.” 


A dozen teenagers have already signed on for the project, with some coming from his own 
theatre school’s pre-professional group. Others come from GLBT youth groups in the city. 
Duncan has already noticed girls and young women are more willing to sign on than their 
male counterparts.“‘This reluctance to stand up as a gay young man really illustrates the very 
problem we are fighting,” he says. “It’s very hard to come right out in school and identify as 
gay because they fear a backlash and name-calling.” 


The productions will be presented as a theatre forum, with scripts reflecting the oppres- 
sion gays and lesbians have experienced. But the audience will 
also be involved. Halfway through a scene, where a conflict has continued opposite

arisen, a member of the audience will replace the actor in the

scene to change the outcome. 


Duncan says the theatre forum, sometimes called Theatre of the Oppressed, allows for 
different outcomes in a scene. A facilitator will also encourage audience discussion as well 
as active participation. 


“It's a theatre form that gives victims a voice and also allows the perpetrators of oppres- 
sion to experience the real anxiety the situation creates,” he says. “It’s a little like the old 
saying that you have to walk a mile in another man’s moccasins to really understand the situa- 
tion.” 


Although some past theatre productions in Canada have dealt with homophobia, Duncan 
thinks this is the first time a theatre forum focused on homophobia has been employed. 


Participants signed up so far range in age from fifteen to nineteen and they do not have 
to be members of the GLBT community to take part. Duncan has no funding beyond 2005, 
but says if he could get some he would love to take a production into hundreds of schools 
across the west to try and change attitudes. He is still actively seeking writers, actors and 
designers. 


He says the storylines in the productions will come from the young participants 
themselves: “For it to be effective you have to be emotionally connected with the subject, 
so you don’t want to be preachy or just have some straight guy pretending to be a gay guy. 
It has to be authentic and based on real emotional experiences for that link to be made with 
the audience” W

CD Wig in a Box, a compilation album of 


‘songs from or inspired by the show Hedwig 


and the Angry Inch, performed by a variety of 
artists. 


Now, when it comes to anything Hedwig 
I’m an all-out purist; anything re-worked, re- 
mixed, re-mastered or otherwise dicked- 
around-with in the wake of the John 
Cameron Mitchell/Stephen Trask opus is, in 
my view, something to be avoided. However, 
for the sake of the school and the fine work 
it does and inspires, | really wanted to like 
this album. 


And | did. 


Not only did | like it, | loved huge portions 
of it—which likely had something to do with 
the fact that it was created under the 
watchful eyes of Messrs. Mitchell and Trask. 
From start to finish, the collection is an 
exercise in diversity, gathering artists of all 
genres and eras together for the sake of a 
good cause.

ation of the word “creatures” in the final 
verse. 


Angry Inch, by Sleater-Kinney and the B- 
52’s Fred Schneider, is raw, strident and 
absolutely wonderful—a bit of “aural 
history” that harkens back to the heyday of 
the CBGBs scene in New York. 


One of Trask’s most delicious confections, 
Sugar Daddy, melts in the mouth of ex-Pixies 
front man Frank Black—and is promptly spat 
back out with raucous bravado, a highlight of 
the album and one of the more noteworthy 
of many conquests in Black’s career. 


Yoko Ono's contribution to the compila- 
tion is a_ surprisingly entertaining 
one—Hedwig’s Lament/Exquisite Corpse is 
just off-the-wall enough to fit Ms O's nutty 
vocal style, driven with skill by the always 
superb Yo La Tengo. You'll want to install a 
padded room in your home specifically 
designed for listening to this song once you 
hear it. 


Wig in a Box also boasts two additional 
songs inspired by the musical: Robyn 
Hitchcock’s City of Women and Milford Lake, 
the latter newly penned by Stephen Trask; 
both are fine efforts and blend seamlessly 
with their counterparts on the album. Other 
tasty cuts include: a high-concept sound 
symphony rendering of Freaks by Imperial 
Teen; a breathy, seductive Wicked Little Town 
(Hedwig Version) by The Breeders; Hiisker 
Dui alum Bob Mould’s “LoudBomb” re-mix of 
Nailed, from the original soundtrack album;

and a sweet and intimate version of The Long 
Grift by They Might Be Giants. 


Also very worthy of mention is Cindy 
Lauper’s rendition of Midnight Radio (up 
against some very stiff competition from John 
Cameron Mitchell’s original version), which 
literally sings amongst the other cuts in the 
collection. Sorrowful, soulful and smoky in 
delivery, her take on this Hedwig classic calls 
to mind some of our greatest gravel-voiced 
divas, Marianne Faithfull among them. If it 
weren't for her age and the possession of a 
genuine puss (an anatomical drawback, to be 
sure) | could see Miss L. playing Hedwig with 
ease, and playing her well. Still, she’s doing a 
damn good job of playing Cindy Lauper at 
present, so who am | to interfere? 

All in all, Wig in a Box is a delightful little 
surprise, an overwhelming testament to the 
strength of Stephen Trask’s original material 
and the canny ear required to create musical 
matches between artist and song that are 
second-to-none. That a very worthy cause is 
being supported by sales of the album at the 
same time only makes the collection sound 
that much sweeter. 
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Taking pride in the villiage

It's been a tough summer for Toronto’s gay village. First, local businesses faced a drop in 
tourist dollars because of SARS, then the community struggled with an increase in drug dealing, 
aggressive panhandling and street youth hanging out on Church fee seek 
St—the latter issues generating press about the village's 
apparent decline. Is it really in a state of decline and, if it is, J 
who's to blame? And, more importantly, what's being done § 
about it? 


The series of issues facing the village began last summer 
when Toronto police began seriously clamping down on drug 
dealing—namely crack—on Yonge St. one block west of 
Church. It pushed the criminal activity off of that street but 
inadvertently pressed it into the village. The troubles only 
intensified this year, when the police pressure remained on 
Yonge St. and dealers continued their migration. 


Toronto City Councillor Kyle 
Rae 


Cawthra Park, located behind the 519 Church Street Community Centre and home to the 
city’s AIDS memorial, became a hotbed of drug and alcohol abuse. Kyle Rae, city councillor for 
the neighbourhood, says city staff assessed parks across Toronto and found street youth hanging 
out in Cawthra Square Park to be “the most vicious youth in the park system this summer”. 


Another area of concern was the area in front of The Second Cup on Church St., the once- 
famous ‘steps’, just south of Wellesley. Accounts of people being verbally harassed near the 
steps—and sometimes physically accosted—damaged the reputation of the local landmark and 
their profits suffered. An article in the local media even called the steps a “focal point for a 
neighbourhood in decline”. 


Other factors also came into play. The Downtown Yonge Business Improvement Area [BIA] 
is a large group made up of |,800 businesses and 200 property owners who are required to 
pay an additional tax levy based on their property value. The BIA has a large budget and money 
to spend on paid-duty officers—Toronto police hired privately to work on their time off. 
Simply stated, it meant two to six extra officers were working exclusively on Yonge St. 
depending on the time of day. The problem, however, was also exacerbated from within the 
community. 


Although he hasn’t spoken extensively on the issue, Councillor Rae told that Outlooks the 
Spa on Maitland was “a haven for crack-addicted hustlers and the previous owner allowed them 
to use his bathhouse as a stash and as protection.” The spa now has a new owner and has 
apparently adopted a zero-tolerance policy toward drug use or dealing. Rae feels the 
bathhouse no longer accommodating the drug trade is yet another reason it was more visible 
on Church St. 


Both police and the businesses in the neighbourhood took steps to address the issue. The 
police responsible for the area, the 52 Division, formed a special twelve member police unit 
called the Yonge Street Detail which was going to focus on that street only. Rae says he stepped 
in during the initial planning stages and demanded they also include Church St. The new patrol 
then became the Yonge-Church Street Detail. “[I] got the twelve officers to do Yonge St. and 
Church St..” he says, “and if you talk to the 52 Division officers, they spent little time on Yonge 
St.” But did the extra patrol on Church St. actually help? 


Local business owner Claire lhasz, whose flower shop Ladybug Florist sits on the south side 
of Cawthra Square Park, said the additional police did make “‘a big difference over the summer”. 
After having her shop’s door smashed twice, where money was stolen during one of the break- 
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ins, and the window of their delivery window repeatedly broken, she appreciated the efforts of 
the patrol. 


Derek Gamelin, manager and co-owner of The Second Cup on Church St., agrees that things 
improved when the police were on the strip, but says the problems simply came back when 
they left because they weren't a twenty-four-hour operation. “It’s kind of like cockroaches 
under a light,” he says, “they disappear when you flick the light on, but as soon as you turn the 
lights off, they come back out.” Nonetheless, Gamelin is also quick to point out that, compared 
to last summer,“... there was a noticeable improvement this year”. An official report has yet to 
be released from the Yonge-Church Detail about the success of the project, and Sgt. Paul Oliver, 
who is in charge of the Yonge-Church Detail, did not return calls from Outlooks. 


Merchants on Church St. also decided to take matters into their own hands earlier this year 
and formed the Church-Wellesley Village BIA, which worked hard to develop a master plan for 
the neighbourhood. Dennis O’Connor, who is chair of the BIA and also owns the O’Connor 
Gallery on Maitland, feels the issue is getting too much negative press. “Yes,” he says, “queer 
people have homeless people too, but this is a citywide issue—it's a big problem across the city.” 


O'Connor feels strongly that “the answer is not to board up every single place where people 
gather’ Much of the village BIA’s plan for the community focuses on making the street more 
pedestrian friendly, using the existing gathering spaces—like Cawthra Park—much more for 
community events and creating new gathering spaces. “The more pedestrian traffic there is,” 
says O’Connor, “the safer it will be.” 


The Church-Wellesley BIA has also worked at improving the streetscape by adding new 
banners and colourful street signs. It will also be installing a new sculpture on the south end 
of the business strip and O’Connor hopes it will become a new gathering place in the commu- 
nity. They also recently approached the city and asked that the strip be shut down, from 
Wellesley south to Alexander, on Sundays from Pride Day to Labour Day to turn the street into 
a pedestrian mall. Councillor Rae is completely behind the idea and thinks it’s a “wonderful 
opportunity”. 

When asked if the Church-Wellesley BIA will follow the lead of the Yonge St. BIA and hire 
paid-duty officers to push street youth and criminals off of Church, O’Connor says, “Absolutely 
not,’ and adds,““We have no plans to hire extra officers because we've already paid our taxes!” 
He's also concerned that hiring extra officers would only push the issue around to another area 
and asks, “What about the communities near us with no budget and no BIA?” In reality, the 
budget and membership of the Church-Wellesley BIA pales in comparison to that of the Yonge 
St. BIA—who themselves find the extra police a huge expense. 


James Robinson, executive director of the Downtown Yonge BIA, estimates they will spend 
$200,000 on the paid-duty officers in 2003 alone. The entire operating budget of the Church 
Wellesley BIA for this year is $100,000. Although the extra police helped with the problem, 
Robinson acknowledges that they “won't be able to keep up the police presence forever,’ and 
says they're now focused on working with social services located in the area. Their current plan 
is to hire the officers again next year. “Pushing the problem to other areas was not intentional,” 
he says, but also feels that “Yonge St. is Toronto’s main street and it needs to be approached like 
that.” 


In an effort to avoid simply pushing the problem from one inner city area to another, three 
downtown BIA’s—Yorkville, Yonge and Church-recently joined together to form the 
Downtown Action Team, which is chaired by Councillor Rae. The consensus among the BIAs 
is a need for more funding for social services that's voiced by Rae. “What we need to be doing 
is putting money into harm reduction and into detox and alcohol programs to help people get 
through it and out of it, but we don’t do that,” he says,““We throw the police at them and that’s 
why it doesn’t disappear.” 


Businesses and members of the gay village are also taking steps to reclaim the community. 
Gamelin now only lets paying customers use the key-access washrooms at his Second 
Cup—which are also equipped with blue lights to discourage people from shooting up in them. 
He says he pushed the dealers and street youth out of his store. 
But Gamelin, like many other people passionate about this issue,

Rae says Toronto police told him that the gay community is “pretty soft on these kids [and] 
panhandlers” and feels we'll continue to be a destination if we approach the situation this way. 
“We have to stop giving people money for their habits,’ says Rae, “If you do, then you can’t 
complain to me, you can’t complain to the police... you have no one to blame but yourself 
because you're feeding the problem.” He urges giving money to charities working on this issue 
instead.
